RENTAL PAYMENT - MONTHLY FINANCIAL REPORTS
RSA 287-D:19, II(d) says that the charity's share of the revenue after prizes and
rent is paid cannot be less than zero. This means that at the end of the month,
the charity can never owe any money to the game operator employer. For example, if the
charity's portion of the revenue is $400.00 before rent is paid, and the rent is $750.00, the
charity does not owe the game operator employer the remaining rent of $350.00 because it
would violate RSA 287-D:19, II(d).
